have to stand until the end of the 
act. 
Some of them snorted majesti­ 
cally, and went away in their gor­ 
geous vehicles, giving it out cold 
that they would no longer patron­ 
ize such a one-horse theatre; and 
the next day there was a 
tidal 
wave of expostulation, but the 
heroic manager stood firm, and 
the new rule is still in operation 
at his establishment, and the peo­ 
ple are beginning to get used to 
it and like it. 
Those who snorted 
and went awy are beginning to 
come back— and to come on tim e;
